Hon. Joseph J. Little, having been elected President of the 
School Board for the Boroughs of Manhattan and The Bronx, 
and Hon. Riohakd H. Adams, having been elected a delegate to

The Executive Committee respectfully reports that the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment has granted $200,000 for the 
support and maintenance of the College of The City of New 
York for the year 1900. 

The following resolution is submitted for adoption : 

Resolved^ That the sum of Two hundred thousand dollars 
($200,000), the amount apportioned by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment for the support and maintenance 
of the College of The City of New York during the year 
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1900, be, and the same is hereby, appropriated in the several 
sums and for the several purposes named hereinunder, to 
be paid upon the approval by the Executive Committee of 
the payrolls and bills incurred, subject to the By-Laws and

Resolved^ That an amended map, survey or plan of the property 
selected, located and laid out as a site for the College of 
The City of New York, as amended be prepared and filed in

the oflBce of the Register of the County of New York and 
a true copy thereof be likewise filed in the office of the 
Secretary of the Board of Trustees. 

Adopted. 

Mr. Davis offered the following : 

Whereas^ Under and in pursuance of the provisions of Chapter 
168 of the Laws of 1895, the Board of Trustees of the Col- 
lege of the City of New York did, on July 18th, 1895, 
select as a site for a new building or buildings for the uses 
and purposes of said College, the plot of ground bounded 
on the north by One hundred and fortieth street, on the 
east by St. Nicholas Terrace, on |^he south by One hundred 
and thirty-eighth street, and on the west by Amsterdam 
avenue; and 

Whereas^ The said Board of Trustees caused a survey, map or 
plan thereof to be prepared, which was on September 10th, 
1895, filed in the office of the Register of the City and 
County of New York, and a true copy thereof was likewise 
filed in the office of the Clerk of said Board of Trustees ; 
and 

Whereas^ The said Board of Trustees did thereafter purchase 
from the owners thereof in the name and on behalf of the 
City of New York a number of parcels of land embraced 
within said site so selected as aforesaid, as authorized by the 
provisions of said act ; and 

Whereas^ The said Board of Trustees, under authority of the 
provisions of Chapter 433 of the Laws of 1897, did there- 
after modify the map of the site selected by omitting there- 
from the parcel situated on the easterly side of Amsterdam 
avenue between One hundred and thirty-ninth street and 
One hundred and fortieth street, 100 feet in depth on 
each street ; and 

Whereas^ The said Board of Trustees has been unable to agree 
with the owners of the remaining parcels of land included 
within said site for the purchase thereof; 

Resolved^ That the title to the parcels of land included within 
said amended site not already acquired by The City of New 
York, be acquired by condemnation proceedings, and the 
Corporation Counsel is hereby requested to take such pro- 
ceedings as may be necessary for such purposes, under and 
in pursuance of the provisions of Chapter 168 of the Laws 
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of 1895, 08 amended by Chapter 433 of the Laws of 1897 
and all other statutes in such cases made and provided. 

Adopted. 

Mr. Davis presented the following, and asked for and obtained 
unanimous consent for its immediate consideration : 

To the Board of Trustees : 

The Executive Committee respectfully reports that on April 
21, 1899 (see Minutes, Executive Committee, page 39), a sub- 
committee, consisting of Mr. Dkesser and Mr. O'Brien, was 
appointed to consider the question of limiting the number of 
Assistant Professors in the Faculty of the College. Said sub- 
committee presented its report to this Committee on January 10, 
1900 (see Minutes, Executive Committee, pages 10 and 11), 
stating that it had given long and careful considemtion to the 
subject and had held a conference at the College building, to 
which were invited the President, the Professors and the 
Assistant Professors. The unanimous opinion of those present 
was that an amendment should be made to the present rule in 
regard to the appointment of Assistant Professors and that such 
appointments should depend on conditions other than length of 
service only; that there should be no limitation to the number 
of Assistant Professors, but that no one should be appointed to 
such position who had not shown marked ability as a student 
and teacher in addition to having served the number of years 
now specified in the By-Laws. These views were concurred in 
by the sub-committee, which was of the opinion that the ques- 
tion of the necessity or expediency of appointing an additional 
Assistant Professor should be submitted for consideration to the 
entire Faculty, but that the Professors only should vote on this 
question as well as on some other now named in the By-Laws, 
and that no additional appointments of Assistant Professors 
should be made unless the necessity or expediency of such ap- 
pointments be endorsed by a majority of the Professors. The 
sub-committee recommended certain amendments to the By- 
Laws to carry out the views above set forth. 

The Executive Committee concurs in the report submitted bv 
its sub-committee and presents the following resolution for adoj)- 
tion: 



iii 
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Resohed^ That Section 63 of the By-Laws be, and it hereby is, 
amended so as to read as follows : 

Section 63. — The Board of Trustees may, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Executive Committee, confer on any tutor who shall 
have served at least five years, the title of instructor in one of 
the departments of the College, upon proof of scholarship satis- 
factory to the Board ; and the title of assistant professor in any 
department may, in like manner, be conferred on any instructor 
after five years of service as such, and on recommendation of the 
Faculty, when, in the opinion of the Board of Trustees, it shall 
be deemed advisable. [But] In the selection of assistant professors 
the Board shall not be limited in its choice to persons already 
connected with the College. Any tutor who, at the time of the 
adoption of this by-law, may have served for over five years, 
shall, at the expiration of ten years of service in the College, 
after one year's service as instructor, be eligible as an assistant 
professor. Any tutor who may have served as a teacher in the 
public schools or in the evening schools of this city shall, on ap- 
plying for the promotion contained in this section, receive the 
same credit for this service as is given to a tutor in Section 62 
in determining his salary. The salaries of instructors shall be 
the same as those prescribed in these by-laws for tutors. Assis- 
tant professors shall receive a salary of at least two thousand 
five hundred dollars per annum, but not more than three thou- 
sand five hundred dollars. If appointed at less than the latter 
sum, they may, upon the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee, receive thereafter an annual increase of salary of 
one hundred dollars, until such salary shall reach the said maxi- 
mum sum of thirty-five hundred dollars. Original appointments 
of instructors may also be made, provided the candidates have 
had experience in other collegiate institutions of good standing, 
equivalent to that required for the promotion of tutors to the 
same rank. The salaries of instructors so appointed shall not 
exceed, for the same length of service, those of instructors by 
promotion. The assistant professors shall be admitted to mem- 
bership in the Faculty and share in the discussions and delibera- 
tions of the same, and shall also have a vote on subjects under 
discussion, excepting as to changes in the course of study, con- 
ferring of degrees, and recommendations for the appointment of 
assistant professors.

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President Webb offered the following :

President Webb presented the following petition signed by 
the members of the Faculty and the Instructors in opposition to 
Senate Bill No. 502, providing for a Board of Trustees of the 
College to consist of nine members appointed by the Mayor, etc., 
which was read by the Secretary : 

The undersigned, members of the Faculty of the College of 
The City of New York, or Instructors therein, beg leave to 
submit the following considerations in opposition to the passage 
of Senate Bill No. 502, entitled " To amend the New York 
Charter relative to the Board of Trustees of the College of The 
City of New York." 

I'he College of The City of New York grew out of its com- 
mon school system, and owes its existence to the initiative of 
the New York Board of Education. It has always been regarded 
by the people of New York and the authorities of the College 
as an integral part of the public school system ; in fact, as its 
capstone and crown. Like its sister institution, the Normal 
College, it has always been under the government of the Board 
of Education, which by law is its Board of Trustees. This 
arrangement has been symbolic of the unity of the New York 
school system from the kindergarten to the College. When in 
the seventies an attempt was made to abolish the City College, 
the citizens in a monster petition demanded its continued exist- 
ence, and one of the chiei reasons given for its maintenance was 
the solidarity of the College with the public school system. 

The bill, against the passage of which we petition you, cuts 
the ties which unite us to the public school system of the 
metropolis, ties of which we have always been proud and which 
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proved so strong a defence in the day of need. It breaks the 
tradition of fifty years of usefulness and progress under the 
auspices of the fioard of Education, which founded the College. 
It severs us from our sister College, and, by separating the two 
Colleges, weakens both. It creates a new body of governors at 
a time when, owing to other changes, in the site of the College, 
in its course, in its relations to ouier parts of the public scliool 
system, further unnecessary changes are proverbially unwise, 
ft separates us from the high schools, which the educational 
develupment of the metropolis has constituted as the future 
feeders of the College. 

And why this revolutionary measure ? The Faculty, which 
has surely had the closest relations with the old Board of 
Trustees, has never found fault with its management, but year 
after year thanked the Board for their conscientious discharge 
of their duties. Each successive class has expressed its sense of 
the provident care taken by the successive Boards of the 
interests of the students. The number of students has increased,, 
since the incorporation of the College in 1866, from 407 to 
1,960, and were our accommodations adequate our students 
would number well into the third thousand. The Faculty's 
appeals, whether for increased accommodations or for other 
improvements, have always been received, not only with respect, 
but with entire sympathy. Laboratories have been built ; col- 
lections, scientific and artistic, have been established ; the library 
has accumulated more than 40,000 select volumes ; new courses 
have been instituted ; some have been abandoned after experi- 
ment, others retained ; old courses have been modified to satisfy 
new wants ; new methods have been introduced. The College 
apparatus has not only been kept up to the highest standard, but 
in some features our apparatus is superior to that of the best 
esteemed collegiate institutions. Our graduates have not only 
increased in number, but have, by their success in their imiver- 
sity studies, proved again and again that the educational 
advantages they have enjoyed have been a most valuable prep- 
aration for their professional work. We are in the full tide of 
prosperity under the government of the Board of Education. 
We know by past experience how wise and successful their 
administration has been; we are the witnesses of what they 
have done for us during more than fifty years. We naturally 
and properly prefer the blessings which we know to others that 
we know not of. 

In view of all these facts we pray, petition and urge your 
Committee not to consent to a measure which destroys the ties 
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and traditions valuable everywhere, but priceless in an institu- 
tion of learning, and which proposes to substitute for solid 
achievements splendid possibilities.

From the Deputy Secretary of State, a certified copy of 
Chapter 757, Laws of 1900, as follows : 

CHAP. 757. 

An Act 

To amend the Greater New York charter, chapter three hundred 
and seventy-eight of the laws of eighteen hundred and ninety- 
seven, relative to the hoard of trustees of the College of the City 
of New York. Accepted hy the City, 

Became a law May 4, 1900, with the approval of the Governor. 
Passed, three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Seciion 1. Sections eleven hundred and twenty-eight and 
eleven hundred and thirty -two of the Greater New York charter 
are hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

§ 1128. The board of trustees of said college on and after the 
first day of July, nineteen hundred, shall consist of nine residents 
of the city to be appointed as hereinafter provided, of the presi- 
dent of the Board of Education of the City ex oflScio, and of the 
president of said college ex officio. Provided, however, that after 
the president of said college now in office vacates the same, his 
successor shall not be a member of said board of trustees. Ex- 
cept as herein otherwise provided, the said board shall have and 
possess the powers conferred upon and be subject to the duties 
required of the trustees of colleges by the university law. The 
mayor of the city of New York shall appoint beiore the first 
day of June, nineteen hundred, nine persons to serve as such 
trustees, to hold office respectively, as shall be designated by 
the mayor, for one, two, three, four, five, six, seven, eight and 
nine years from the first day of July, nineteen hundred. On or 
before the first day of June prior to the expiration of the term 
of oflice of any trustee, the mayor shall appoint his successor for 
a full term of nine years from the first day of July following. 
The mayor shall fill any vacancy existing in the office of trustee 
(other than the president of the board of education) by the ap- 
pointment of a trustee to hold oflSce for the unexpired term. 
Eg,ch trustee so appointed shall take the oath required by section 
ten hundred and eighty-eight of this act. Any resignation from 
the office of trustee shall be made to the mayor. No trustee 
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shall be subject to removal under the provisions of section 
ninety-five of this act, but any trustee may be removed by the 
mayor upon proof either of official misconduct or negligence of 
official duties, or of conduct in any manner connected with his 
official duties or otherwise which tends to discredit his office, or 
the school system, or for mental or physical inability to perform 
his duties, but before such removal he shall receive due and 
timelv notio^ in writing of the charges and a copy thereof, and 
shall be entitled to a hearing on like notice before the mayor, 
and to the assistance of counsel on said hearing. The board of 
trustees shall have power to prescribe by-laws and regulations 
for the board and for the government of the college, its faculty, 
instructors and other employees. Such by-laws shall include 
rules governing the appointment of all officers, members of the 
faculty, instructors and other employees of the college. A ma- 
jority of the members of the board appointed by the mayor as 
aforesaid shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness and no resolution Or act of the board shall be invalid by 
reason of any vacancy existing in the board, provided that such 
act or resolution shall be adopted by a vote of five members of 
the board. 

§ 1132. The trustees of said college, shall continue to furnish, 
through the College of the City of New York, the benefit of 
education, gratuitously, to boys who have been pupils in the 
common schools of the city, and to all other male students who 
are actual residents of said city, and who are qualified to pass 
the required examination for admission to said college. And 
the trustees, upon the recommendation of the faculty of the said 
college, may grant the usual degrees and diplomas in the arts to 
such persons as shall have completed a full course of study in 
the said college. 

Section 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed. All acts and parts of 
acts requiring or creating an executive committee of the board 
of trustees of said college are hereby repealed, and all powers, 
duties and responsibilities heretofore vested in any such execu- 
tive committee, shall, from and after July first, nineteen hun- 
dred, be vested in the board of trustees hereby created. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect immediately.

I. Mathematics. — Algebra, including quadratics, radicals and 
progressions ; geometry, Davies' Legendre entire, including 
exercises and applications in the appendix. 

II. Latin. — First year, Grammar (etymology and syntax'). 
Leigliton's Lessons or Coy's Lessons. Easy prose. Second year, 
Csesar, Gallic War, four books. Ovid, about 800 lines. Prose 
composition. Third year, Cicero's Orations (six to eight). 
Prose composition. 

III. Greek. — First, Grammar (Goodwin), etymology and 
syntax of noun and verb. Fifty-eight lessons in White's Greek 
Lessons. About ten prose compositions. Beading. Second, 
Grammar (Goodwin) to prosody. About 100 pages of easy 
prose (Anabasis, or Reader, or narrative parts of Cyropedia, 
Thucydides or Pausanias). About twenty prose compositions. 
Reading at sight of easy prose. 

IV. French. — Books now used and two small volumes of 
easy prose, as Malot's Sans Famille or Bruno's La Tour de la 
France. One historical text, as Sarcey, La Siege de Paris, or 
Thiers, I'Expeditibn de Bonaparte in Egypte. Parts of the 
Lettres de Madame de S6vigne and Fables de La Fontaine. 
Weekly compositions and conversations. 

V. German. — Vocabulary sufficient for the understanding of 
ordinary prose and for communicating on ordinary matters. 
Essentials of grammar. Reading of a number of well known 
poems and about iifty to seventy-five duodecimo pages of not 
specially difficult proee. 

VI. English. — First, Carpenter's Exercises in Rhetoric and 
Composition, Irving's Sketch Book, Longfellow's Evangeline, 
the DeCoverley papers, Pope's Iliad, four books. Second, 
Carpenter, Macaulay and Carl vie. Essays on Johnson, Goldsmith's 
Deserted Village, Burke on Conciliation, Scott's Lady of the 
Lake, Tennyson's Selected Poems. Third, Shakespeare's Julius 
Caesar and Macbeth, Milton's Minor Poems and two books of 
Paradise Lost. Conferences (personal) on compositions. 
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'^ll. History. — Greek, Koman and English History, in about 
equal proportions. 

VIII. Drawing. — If students come with about the same 
preparation as now, first and second years about the same as now 
in Sub-Freshman Class. Third year, elements of design and 
elements of perspective. 

IX. Natural History. — First and second year, physiology 
and hygiene, elements of plant and animal life, cells, tissues, 
blood, connections, bones, joints, effects of alcohol and stimulants. 
Second, the same, food, digestion, absorption, circulation, 
perspiration. Third, nerves, brain, organs of sense, plant-life, 
seed, root, stem, bud, leaf, flower, fruit, classification, struggle 
for existence. Book, Bergen's Elements of Botany. 

For the first and second years ;^ysiology and hygiene about 
equivalent to Newell-Mertens' The Human Body. — Briefer 
course, together with a course on alcohol and other stimulants. 
For the third year, botany, following for the present Bergen's 
Elements of Botany. 

X. Physios and Chemistry. — First, mechanics, acoustics and 
optics. Second, heat, chemical optics and electricity as presented 
in some elementary text-books, such as Gage. (Recitations one 
hour a fortnight, lectures one hour a fortnight, laboratory exer- 
cises two hours a fortnight.) 

The course in chemistry shall conform to that of the high 
schools and consist largely of laboratory work, and cover tne 
ground substantially as given in Storer's or Shepard's text-book.

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PROPOSED STUDIES FOR THE SUB-FRESHMAN CLASS, IN ACCORDANCE 

WITH THE SCHEDULE OF RECITATIONS ADOPTED 

BY THE FACULTY, OCTOBER, 1899. 

I. Mathematics. — Algebra, including quadratics, radicals and 
progressions ; geometry, Davies' Legendre entire, including 
exercises and applications in the appendix. 

II. Latin. — First year. Grammar (etymology and syntax). 
Leighton's Lessons or Coy's Lessons. Easy prose. Second year, 
Caesar, Gallic War, four books. Ovid, about 800 lines. Prose 
composition. Third year, Cicero's Orations (six to eight). Prose 
composition. 

III. Greek. — First, Grammar (Goodwin), etymology and 
syntax of noun and verb. Fifty-eight lessons in White's 
Greek Lessons. About ten prose compositions. Reading. 
Second, Grammar (Goodwin) to prosody. About 100 pages of 
easy prose (Anabasis, or Reader, or narrative parts of Cyropedia, 
Thucydides or Pausanias). About twenty prose compositions. 
Reading at sight of easy prose. 

* Only one language required. 
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lY. French. — Books now used and two small volumes of 
easy prose, as Malot's Sans Faraille or Bruno's La Tour de la 
France. One liistorical text, as Sarcey, La Siege de Paris, or 
Thiers, I'Expedition de Bonaparte in Egypte. Parts of the 
Lettres de Madame de Sevigne and Fables de La Fontaine^ 
Weekly compositions and conversations. 

y. German. — Vocabulary sulBBcient for the understanding of 
ordinary prose and for communicating on ordinary matters. 
Essentials of grammar. Reading of a number of well-known 
poems and about fifty to seventy-five duodecimo pages of not 
specially difficult prose. 

VI. English. — First, Carpenter's Exercises in Rhetoric and 
Composition, Irving's Sketch-Book, Longfellow's Evangeline, 
the DeCoverley papers, Pope's Iliad, tour books. Second, 
Carpenter, Macaulay and Carlyle, Essays on Johnson, Goldsmith's 
Deserted Village, Burke on Conciliation, Scott's Lady of the 
Lake, Tennyson's Selected Poems. Third, Shakespeare's Julius 
Ceesar and Macbeth, Milton's Minor Poems and two books of 
Paradise Lost. Conferences (personal) on compositions. 

VII. History. — Greek, Roman and English History, in about 
equal proportions. 

VIII. Drawing. — If students come with about the same 
preparation as now, fircit and second years about the same as now 
in Sub Freshman Class. Third year, elements of design and ele- 
ments of perspective. 

IX. Natural History. — First and second year, physiology 
and hygiene, elements of plant and animal life, cells, tissues,. 
blood, connections, bones, joints, effect of alcohol and stimulants. 
Second, the same, food, digestion, absorption, circulation, perspira^ 
tion. Third, nerves, brain, organs of sense, plant-life, seed, root, 
stem, bud, leaf, flower, fruit, classification, struggle for existence. 
Book, Bergen's Elements of Botany. 

For the first and second years physiology and hygiene about 
equivalent to Newell-Mertens' The Human Body. Briefer course^ 
together with a course on alcohol and other stimulants. For the 
third year botany, following for the present Bergen's Elements 
of Botany. 

X. Physics and Chemistry. — First, mechanics, acoustics and 
optics. Second, heat, chemical optics and electricity as presented 
in some elementary text-books, such as Gage. (Recitations one 
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hour a fortnight, lectures one hour a fortnight, laboratory exer- 
cises two hours a fortnight.) ! 

The course in chemistry shall conform to that of the high 
schools and consist largely of laboratory work, and cover the 
ground substafttially as given in Storer's or Shepard's text-book.

On motion, the matter was referred to Mr. O'Brien for inves- 
tigation and report. 

Mr. Dresser, on behalf of the Sub-Committee appointed to 
■consider the advisability of limiting the number of Assistant 
Professors (see Minutes, 1 899, page 39), presented the following : 

The Sub-Committee appointed to consider the question of 
limiting the number of Assistant Professors in the Faculty 
respectfully reports that it has given long and careful considera- 
tion to this important subject. 

In order to obtain the fullest information possible, a con- 
ference was held at the College Building, to which were invited 
the President, the Professors and the Assistant Professors. 
Nearly all of tliese officers attended, and the Committee desires 
to express its appreciation of and its thanks for the information 
and views then presented. 

The unanimous opinion of those present was that an amend- 
ment should be made to the present rule in regard to the ap- 
pointment of Assistant Professors, and that such appointments 
should depend on conditions other than length of service only ; 
that there should be no limitation to the number of Assistant 
Professors to be appointed, but that no one should be appointed 
to this honorable position who had not shown marked ability as 
a student and teacher of the subject to which he would be 
assigned, in addition to having served the number of years now 
specified in the By-Laws ; that the necessity or expediency of 
appointing an additional Assistant Professor should be de- 
termined either by the entire Faculty or by the Professors only. 

With these views your Committee concurs, believing, how- 
ever, that the question of necessity or expediency should be sub- 
mitted for consideration to the entire Faculty, but that the Pro- 
fessors only should vote on this question as well as on some 
others now named in the by-law, and that no additional appoint- 
ment of Assistant Professors should be made unless the necessity 
or expediency of such appointment be endorsed by a majority of 
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the Professors. The Faculty can prescribe its own method of 
procedui^in considering the necessity or expediency of recom- 
raendinff.the appointment of additional Assistant Professors and 
the qualifications of those whom it may recommend. 

The following amendment to Section 63, of the By-Laws of 
the Board of Trustees is, therefore, respectfully submitted : 

After the word " such " in line 9, page 46, insert the follow- 
ing words, namely : " and on recommendation of the Faculty." 
Strike out the word "but" at the beginning of the lltli line, 
and begin a new sentence with the following word, '^ In."
